Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examin- 
ation and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1963,  which  was  made  by 
this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Ex- 
hibits as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds, 
Volunteer  Fire  Department,  Wentworth  Library,  Cemetery 
Trustees,  Old  Home  Week  Association,  Sandwich  Veterans' 
Association,  Sandwich  Community  Association  and  Bicen- 
tennial Committee. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  December  31,  1962  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1963:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1962 
and  December  31,  1963,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As 
indicated  therein,  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  chang- 
ed from  a  Surplus  of  $7,086.95  to  a  Net  Debt  of  $4,342.71, 
in  1963. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:      (Exhibit  A-2)

For  several  years  the  Trustees  have  been  studying  the 
problem  of  using  the  available  space  in  the  Library  in  such 
ways  as  will  permit  the  acquisition  of  new  books  that  the 
Town's  residents  will  use  and  enjoy;  shelves  have  been 
crowded  and  any  addition  to  the  Building  is  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. Early  in  1962,  with  the  advice  of  the  State  Library  and 
after  consultation  with  the  Selectmen,  the  Trustees  decided 
to  sell  the  collection  of  books  generously  given  in  1913  by 
the  late  Dr.  (Admiral)  Charles  H.  White  from  his  personal 
Library.  At  the  time  of  the  gift  these  books  were  very  wel- 
come, and  provided  a  fine  start  for  our  library;  in  recent 
years,  however,  they  were  used  very  little.  After  competi- 
tive bidding,  the  sale  was  made  to  two  dealers ;  the  proceeds 
are  being  held  in  a  special  fund,  shown  above,  for  the  even- 
tual purchase  of  newer  books,  or  for  other  purposes  that 
will  make  our  Library  more  attractive  to  its  increasing 
numbers  of  readers  and  borrowers. 

The  Trustees  are  considering  various  plans  for  the  dev- 
elopment and  improvement  of  the  Library,  as  funds  become 
available.  They  are  grateful  for  contributions  in  the  past 
and  will  welcome  them  from  interested  friends  at  any  time.

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Forest  Fire  Warden's  Report 


During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  great- 
est fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years. 
The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as 
never  before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to 
their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood. 
In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by 
volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active 
prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personal  rights 
for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of 
public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  responsible 
for  local  and  state  fire  control.  TTie  ready  forces  of  volunteer 
fire  s-ervics  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public 
response  the  general  fire  service  express-es  its  heartfelt 
thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad 
fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our 
public  conscience — a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire 
causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place. 
Burn  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or 
on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds 
develop  extinguish   it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  it's  safer. 
A  neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this 
a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your 
surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect 
fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  Keep  New 
Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

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Report  of  Sandwich  Planning  Board 
for  1963 


Highways  &  Bridge. 

In  the  fall  of  1962  a  plan  was  proposed  by  the  Select- 
men providing  for  the  appointment  by  a  committee  consist- 
ing of  the  Selectmen  and  three  others,  of  a  Road  Agent  and 
two  assistants,  each  on  full  time  yearly  salary,  and  for  the 
ownership  by  the  Town,  of  the  equipment  regularly  re- 
quired. This  plan  was  carefully  studied  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Selectmen  for  a  year  and  was  finally  indorsed 
by  the  Planning  Board  and  a  detailed  recommendation  as  to 
it  was  given  to  the  Selectmen  on  January  20,  1964. 

The  some  14  persons  who  studied  the  plan  believed  that 
a  basic  reason  for  the  bad  condition  of  the  roads  is  that 
under  the  present  way  of  operating  competent  workers  have 
not  been  available  at  rates  in  force  to  do  work  when  every- 
one is  so  busy  in  the  summer,  and  that  only  under  such  a 
plan  as  that  proposed  would  competent  workers  be  available. 

Squam  Lake  Town  Beach. 

The  Planning  Board  has  procured  a  firm  commitment 
from  the  State  to  relocate  Squam  Lake  Road  from  close 
to  Mill  Bridge  Road  to  Range  Road  and  to  provide  $10,000. 
for  this  if  the  Town  raises  $5,000.  An  estimate  by  a  State 
engineer  is  nearer  $10,000.  than  $15,000.,  as  the  total  cost 
of  road  construction. 

This  relocation  would  remove  traffic  hazards  by  placing 
the  two  dressing  and  toilet  facilities  on  the  same  side  of  the 
new  road  as  the  beach  and  by  eliminating  bad  curves  at  each 
end  of  the  newly  located  road.  By  acquiring  land  of  Denley 
W.  Emerson  between  the  old  road  and  the  new  road  the 
parking  area  at  the  beach  could  be  materially  increased. 

There  would  be  a  cost  also  for  acquiring  such  added 
land  and  for  preparing  it  for  use. 

Mobil  Homes,  Trailers,  Buses  and  Hovels. 

Many  people  have  been  disturbed  by  the  increase  of  such 
things,  and  have  said  that  there  should  be  some  restriction 
of  them.  This  has  been  given  study  and  a  tentative  proposal 
was  introduced  for  discussion  at  the  Town  Hearing  on  Jan- 
uary 24,  1964. 
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other  Matters  Under  Consideration. 

Road  name  signs,  sewage  disposal  in  congested  areas 
and  a  flood  control  project  proposed  by  the  Carroll  County- 
Rural  Development  Committee  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
Bear  Camp  River  watershed  in  Tamworth  and  Sandwich, 
are  also  under  consideration.

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Annual  School  District  Meeting  1963 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  School  District  of  Sandwich 
was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  District,  Friday,  April  19, 
1963  at  5:20  p.  m.  with  Moderator,  Arthur  B.  Brown  presid- 
ing. The  Moderator  read  the  warrant,  and  then  took  up  Arti- 
cle 1. 

ARTICLE  1.  Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to 
open  the  polls  at  that  time  and  that  polls  stay  open  until  9 
p.  m.,  and  the  remaining  articles  be  acted  upon  at  8  p.  m. 

At  8  o'clock,  balloting  was  interrupted  and  the  modera- 
tor called  upon  Rev.  Seymour  Steeves  for  prayer.  After  pray- 
er, the  meeting  proceeded  to  take  up  the  remaining  articles 
in  order, 

ARTICLE  2.  Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  vot- 
ed the  District  accept  the  reports  of  the  audit  of  the  General 
Fund  account  and  Treasurer,  and  the  reports  of  the  other 
agents  of  the  District  as  printed  in  the  Annual  School  Re- 
port. 

ARTICLE  3.  Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  vot- 
ed the  District  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  pay  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Cooperative  School  District  any 
cash  balance  in  her  hands,  or  money  due  the  district  as  of 
July  1,  1963,  less  any  outstanding  bills  or  debts ;  any  sums  so 
transferred  to  be  used  as  a  credit  to  be  raised  by  the  pre- 
existing Sandwich  School  District  to  defray  its  share  of  the 
cost  of  operation  of  the  Cooperative  District  during  the  first 
year  of  operation. 

ARTICLE  4.  Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  vot- 
ed the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  convey  by  quit- 
claim deed  to  the  Inter-Lakes  Cooperative  School  District  the 
Central  School  Building  and  contents  thereof,  and  the  lot 
of  land  upon  which  said  school  stands. 

ARTICLE  5.  Upon  motion  made  and  seconded  voted 
that  balloting  be  left  opened  until  9  p.  m. 

Moved  that  in  this  historic  moment  in  the  life  of  Sand- 
wich, we  go  on  record  as  appreciative  of  the  devoted  labors 
of  generations  of  Sandwich  citizens  on  behalf  of  the  schools, 
public  and  private ;  the  School  Board,  the  teachers  and  other 
officers,  and  in  recent  months  those  charged  with  the  res- 
ponsibilities of  finding  the  best  course  for  the  future;  the 
citizens,  both  those  who  have  been  convinced  all  along  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  these  recommendations,  and  those  whose  con- 
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scientious  scruples  have  held  them  back,  but  whom  we  be- 
lieve to  be  now  in  accord  with  the  majority. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  at  9  p.  m.  that  the 
polls  be  closed.  The  ballots  were  then  counted  and  the  Mod- 
erator announced  that  the  total  number  cast  was  72. 
The  votes  for  candidates  were  as  follows :  Moderator,  Arthur 
B.  Brown  67:  Clerk,  Reuben  N.  Hodge  68:  for  Member  of 
School  Board  until  7/1/63,  May  A.  K.  Gorham  71,  Winslow 
H.  Metcalf  1 :  Auditors  Arthur  B.  Brown  67,  Alice  D.  Smith 
68:  The  newly  elected  as  above,  were  sworn  in  to  office  by 
Moderator,  Arthur  B.  Brown.

ANNEXATION  AND  REORGANIZATION  MEETING 

INTER-LAKES  COOPERATIVE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

Robert  F.  Pottle  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium 


A  meeting  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Co- 
operative School  District  and  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
Sandwich  School  District,  duly  warned  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  was  called  to  order  at  8:00  P.  M.  in  the  Robert 
F.  Pottle  Memorial  Auditorium-Gymnasium,  by  L.  Keith 
Matheson  Moderator  of  the  Inter-Lakes  School  District,  W. 
Irving  Brown,  Clerk  of  the  said  District  attending. 

The  Moderator  read  the  Warrant,  welcomed  the  voters 
of  the  Sandwich  School  District  and  called  upon  Rev.  Sey- 
mour Steeves  to  lead  in  Prayer, 

Under  Article  1,  Mr,  Roger  Merriman  moved  the  adopt- 
ion of  the  following  resolution : 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Sandwich  Town  School  District  shall 
be  annexed  to  the  Inter-Lakes  Cooperative  School  District  as 
provided  in  the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  dated 
March  11,  1963,  now  before  this  meeting,  said  annexation  to 
be  effective  immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  this  resolu- 
tion and  be  it  further  RESOLVED  that  the  School  Board  of 
the  Inter-lakes  Cooperative  School  District  as  reconstituted 
by  the  election  to  be  held  at  the  1963  annual  meeting  of  said 
cooperative  school  district  pursuant  to  Article  2  of  this  war- 
rant shall  assume  full  jurisdiction  over  all  public  schools, 
grades  1  through  12,  of  the  presently  existing  Inter-Lakes 
Cooperative  School  District  and  of  the  pre-existing  Sandwich 
School  District  as  of  July  1,  1963,  The  motion  was  duly  sec- 
onded, 

Mr.  Bradbury  Sprague  moved  that  the  vote  on  article  1 
be  by  standing  vote,  the  motion  was  seconded,  and  upon  the 
naming  of  Mr,  Arthur  Brown  and  Mr.  Roger  Merriman  as 
Tellers,  a  vote  was  taken  with  126  in  favor  and  38  opposed 
and  was  declared  adopted. 

After  a  short  discussion  of  the  previous  motion  a  vote 
was  taken  and  the  resolution  was  declared  adopted  by  a  vote 
of  130  in  favor  and  27  opposed. 

Under  Article  2,  Mrs,  Ruth  Hale  moved  that  the  num- 
ber of  School  Board  Members  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Cooperative 
School  District  as  reorganized  by  the  annexaticn  cf  the  Sand- 
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wich  School  District  shall  be  seven  (7)  in  accordance  with 
RSA  195:4  II.  The  motion  was  seconded.  Mr.  Sprague  moved 
that  votes  on  Articles  2,  3  and  4  be  by  standing  vote,  the  mo- 
tion was  duly  seconded  and  a  vote  was  taken  with  135  voting 
for  the  motion  and  none  against.  The  motion  was  declared 
adopted. 

After  a  few  questions  and  explanations  a  vote  was  taken 
with  137  voting  in  favor  and  3  voting  against  and  the  motion 
was  declared  carried. 

Under  Article  3,  Mr.  Herman  Pearson  moved  the  adopt- 
ion of  the  following  resolution : 

RESOLVED :  That  the  School  Board  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Co- 
perative  School  District  shall  consist  of  two  persons  who  are 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Meredith,  two  persons  who  are  res- 
idents of  the  Town  of  Center  Harbor  and  two  persons  who 
are  residents  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich.  The  seventh  member 
of  the  Board  shall  be  a  resident  of  any  one  of  said  three 
towns  and  shall  be  known  as  the  member-at-large.  All  mem- 
bers of  the  Cooperative  School  Board  shall  be  elected  by  all 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  Cooperative  School  District.  Ella 
Geddes  of  Center  Harbor  is  hereby  designated  as  the  mem- 
ber-at-large of  the  present  School  Board  and  her  term  of  of- 
fice which  was  to  have  expired  on  June  30,  1965  is  hereby  ex- 
tended to  June  30,  1966.  Her  successors  in  office,  the  first  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  at  th-e  annual  meeting  in  1966,  shall 
be  the  at-large  members  of  the  future  Cooperative  School 
Boards.  Two  persons  who  are  residents  of  Sandwich  shall  be 
elected  members  of  the  Cooperative  School  Board  at  the  1963 
annual  meeting  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Cooperative  School  Dis- 
trict to  replace  the  two  members  of  the  present  School  Board 
whose  terms  of  office  expire  on  June  30,  1963,  One  of  the 
said  Sandwich  members  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one 
year  and  one  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Thereafter  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  three  years  each. 
The  remaining  four  members  of  the  present  Cooperative 
School  Board  shall  complete  the  terms  of  office  to  which  they 
were  elected  and  thereafter  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
for  terms  of  three  years  each  and  in  such  manner  as  to  in- 
sure that  the  Board  shall  at  all  times  consist  of  two  mem- 
bers each  from  Meredith,  Center  Harbor  and  Sandwich  and 
one  member-at-large  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  any  one  of 
said  threee  towns.  This  motion  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Robert  Bacon  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  cer- 
tain changes  relative  to  the  member-at-large,  his  motion  was 
seconded  and  after  a  short  discussion  a  vote  was  taken  and 
was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  93  to  18. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  original  and  was  adopted  by  a 
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vote  of  110  in  favor  and  nine  opposing  the  resolution  and  it 
was  declared  adopted. 

Under  Article  4,  notice  was  given  that  candidates  for 
election  to  office  at  the  annual  meeting  April  18,  1963,  must 
file  with  the  District  Clerk  not  later  than  April  8,  1963  at 
6  P.  M.  It  was  also  stated  that  an  open  Budget  Meeting  would 
be  held  at  the  Inter-Lakes  Cafeteria  Thursday,  April  4,  1963 
at  8:00  P.  M. 

A  move  to  adjourn  duly  seconded  was  accepted  and  the 
meeting  adjourned.

After  a  brief  discussion  it  seemed  to  be  agreed  that  a 
formation  of  a  committee  of  five  including  member  or  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  and  a  representative  from  each  of  the  three 
pre-existing  districts,  to  make  a  study  and  report  at  annual 
meeting  of  1964. 
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ANNUAL  DISTRICT  MEETING 
APRIL  18,  1963 


The  Annual  District  Meeting  of  the  Inter-Lakes  School 
District  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  L.  Keith  Matheson, 
April  18,  1963  at  the  Robert  F.  Pottle  Memorial  Auditorium- 
Gymnasium,  Meredith,  New  Hampshire  at  4  o'clock  in  the  af- 
ternoon. Clerk  W.  Irving  Brown  and  Ballot  Clerks,  duly 
sworn  into  office,  Mrs.  Ann  Haines,  Mrs.  Caro  Hatch,  Mrs. 
George  McKeagney  and  Mrs.  Alice  Swinnerton  were  in 
charge  of  the  Checklists.  Supervisors,  Mrs.  Ella  Geddes,  Mr. 
Clyde  C.  Brown,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Livingstone  were  present. 

The  Warrant,  duly  signed  by  the  School  Board  and  sworn 
to,  as  to  the  date  of  posting,  was  read  by  the  Moderator  and 
Article  1  was  taken  up,  it  was  moved  and  duly  seconded  and 
passed,  that  the  Polls  remain  open  until  8  P.  M.  and  that  the 
remaining  Articles  be  taken  up  at  that  time. 

At  8  P.  M.  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed  that  voting 
for  officers  be  suspended  until  after  Article  II  had  been  dis- 
posed of. 

Moderator  Matheson  requested  the  Clerk  to  lead  in  pray- 
er which  he  did ; 

The  remaining  articles  of  the  Warrant  v/ere  read ; 

Under  Article  2,  Mr.  Clyde  Brown  moved;  "TTiat  the 
District  approved  the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  Attendance  Officer,  and  other  officers  and  agents  of 
the  District  as  proposed  in  the  Budget ;  namely.  School  Board 
$150.00  each  and  $200.00  for  Chairman;  Clerk  $175.00; 
Treasurer  $200.00;  Bookkeeper  $575.00;  Attendance  Officer 
$65.00;  Census  Takers  $65.00;  Moderator  $15.00  and  Ballot 
Clerks  $20.00 ;  total  sum  included  in  the  proposed  Budget, 
$2,215.00.  This  motion  was  seconded,  at  this  time  a  man  by 
name  of  George  Cox  requested  to  speak  in  behalf  of  a  group 
of  voters,  the  Moderator  requested  a  vote  of  the  meeting  as 
to  whether  the  request  should  be  granted  and  the  request 
was  refused  by  a  large  majority  vote.  Mr.  Raymond  Hutchins 
moved,  "that  the  motion  be  amended  to  exclude  the  salaries 
of  the  Board  and  Chairman,  the  motion  was  seconded.  Mr. 
Harry  Page  and  Mr.  James  Dyer  were  appointed  Tellers,  a 
standing  vote  was  taken  and  the  amendment  was  defeated 
116  to  24  votes.  A  vote  was  taken  on  the  original  motion  and 
was  accepted  by  vote  of  124  for  and  1  against. 

Uner  Article  3,  Mr.  Aieta  moved  "That  the  report  of 
the  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers  as  printed  in 
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the  Annual  report  be  accepted  and  approved;"  the  motion 
was  seconded  and  adopted  without  opposition. 

Under  Article  4,  Mr.  Aieta  moved,  'That  the  District 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $444,987.38,  for  the  support 
of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  the  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  ap- 
propriation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  State  Foundation  Aid  Fund  together  with  other  income; 
the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  towns" ;  the  motion 
was  seconded,  was  adopted  143  for,  0  against. 

Under  Article  5,  Mr.  Norman  Martin  moved,  'That  the 
District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  two 
hundred  fifty  dollars  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of 
two  sections  of  bleachers,  seating  capacity  144,  at  the  Robert 
F.  Pottle  Auditorium-Gymnasium,"  the  motion  was  seconded 
and  adopted  152  for,  0  against. 

Under  Article  6,  Mrs.  Herberta  Stark  moved,  'That  the 
District  vote  in  accordance  with  RSA  195:4  11-a,  that  the 
Supervisors  of  the  checklists  of  the  Towns  of  Meredith,  Cen- 
ter Harbor  and  Sandwich,  acting  as  the  Supervisors  of  the 
Cooperative  School  District,  shall  make,  post  and  correct  in 
the  Towns  of  Meredith,  Center  Harbor  and  Sandwich  res- 
pectively, a  check-list  of  the  voters  in  each  of  the  three 
Towns,  and  certify  to  the  same  acting  as  Supervisors  of  the 
Cooperative  School  District;  at  each  Annual  Meeting  for  the 
election  of  officers  of  the  Coop.  School  District  the  check- 
lists so  prepared  by  the  Town  Supervisors  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  used,  and  the  Town  Supervisors,  acting  as  Supervisors  of 
the  Coop.  District,  shall  attend  such  Annual  Meetings ;  the 
motion  was  seconded  and  adopted. 

Under  Article  7,  It  was  moved  and  seconded,  'That  the 
Town  Supervisors  be  paid  $5.00  per  year  for  their  duties  in 
acting  as  Supervisors  for  the  Coop.  District,  the  motion  was 
adopted  127  for  1  against. 

Under  Article  8,  Mrs.  Curtis  moved;  "That  the  District 
authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee,  consisting 
of  at  least  one  member  from  each  Town  and  not  more  than 
five  members,  to  investigate  the  establishment  of  a  Public 
Kindergarten  for  all  of  the  children  in  the  Cooperative  Dis- 
trict and  present  recommendation  at  the  1964  Annual  School 
District  Meeting. ;  the  motion  was  seconded ;  Mrs.  Taplin  of- 
fered an  amendment  which  was  seconded,  as  follows,  "that 
the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  investigate  the 
establishment  of  a  Public  Kindergarten  for  all  of  the  Chil- 
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dren  in  the  Cooperative  District  and  present  recommenda- 
tion at  the  1964  Annual  District  Meeting,"  a  vote  was  taken 
and  the  amendment  was  lost  26  for,  108  against ;  a  vote  was 
taken  on  the  original  motion  and  was  adopted  by  vote  of  123 
for,  2  against. 

Under  Article  9,  Mrs.  Minnie  Nichols  moved,  "That  the 
District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application  for 
and  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  district,  any  or  all  grants  or 
offers  for  educational  purposes  which  now  or  hereafter  may 
be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and/or 
United  States,"  the  motion  was  seconded  and  adopted  144 
for,  1  against. 

Under  Article  10,  It  was  moved,  'That  the  School  Board 
be  authorized  to  appoint  Agents  and  Committees  whenever 
necessary,  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant,":  the 
motion  was  seconded  and  adopted  by  vote  of  144  for,  1  a- 
gainst. 

Article  11,  Mr.  Harry  Page  moved,  "that  the  Lang 
Street  School,  so-called  be  officially  recorded  and  henceforth 
known  as  the  Dr.  Raymond  J.  Turley  School",;  the  Motion 
was  seconded  a  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  lost  by  vote 
of  2  for,  46  against. 

Mr.  Thomas  Kemp  moved  to  reopen  Article  10,  it  was 
seconded  and  it  was  voted  to  do  so.  Mr.  Kemp  then  moved, 
"That  the  Inter-Lakes  School  Board  appoint  a  fact  finding 
committee,  to  act  as  liaison  between  School  Board,  Superin- 
tendent, Teachers  and  the  District  people,  said  committee  to 
consist  of  five  members  exclusive  of  members  of  Inter-Lak- 
es School  Board" :  the  motion  was  seconded  and  a  vote  being 
taken  the  motion  was  lost  by  vote  of  7  for  and  77  against. 

Moderator  Matheson  sincerely  welcomed  the  Sandwich 
School  District  into  the  Inter-Lakes  Cooperative  School  Sys- 
tem and  hoped  for  them  a  long  and  profitable  future  as  a 
member  of  the  System. 

Mrs.  Minnie  Nichols  moved,  and  it  was  seconded  by 
many,  "That  we  express  our  appreciation  for  the  splendid 
and  untiring  work  of  Mrs.  Lund  and  Mr.  Livingstone  as 
members  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Board,  this  motion  was  adopted 
by  unanimous  rising  and  prolonged  applause. 

It  was  moved  seconded  and  adopted  to  close  the  Polls.
